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President's Board To Recommend No Wage Hike, Is Tip

WASHINGTON. Sept. IO— (/Pi —The recommendations of a 
three-man board for settling the crucial steel dispute go to Presi­ 
dent Truman today . 
, 
He expressed advance hopes that the findings can become the 
basis for an agreement to avert a crippling st&el industry strike next 
week. 
The report had added importance because industry and labor 
alike look for any steel settlement to become a guide in other indus­ 
tries facing fights over a fourth round of postwar wa g e increases. 


The president's fa ct-finding board was due to submit its report 
to him at m id-day and the White House promised to make it public 
later in the day . 
The recommendations were kept secret. However, reports cir­ 
culated among the parties in advance that they called for no wage 
increase, but approximately IO cents an hour for each worker in 
pension and insurance benefits. 
The CIO steelworkers union had asked a 30-cent increase in­ 
cluding 12.5 cents in added wages an hour, 11.23 for pensions, and 
6.27 for insurance. The union’s million members now get an aver­ 


age of about $1.64 an hour. 
Thus a recommendation for a 10-cent settlement would be a 
third of what the union asked. The steel industry has been flatly 
opposed to granting any general wage increase or pension plan now 
Denial of a general pay boost would likely become a heavy hurdle 
toward higher wages in other industries, 
Whatever the board recommends is not binding on either the 
steel industry or the union, Either side can accept or reject — ac­ 
cording to terms of the 60-day truce President Truman arranged 
last J uly to avert a strike and let the board sift claims of both sides 


Members of the board declined to comment rn advance on the 
reports it would recommend an approximate 10-cent hourly im ­ 
provement for workers in pension and insurance benefits. 
The members are Prof. Carroll R. Daugherty , former New York 
State J udge Samuel I. Roseman, and David L. Cole, Paterson, N. J ., 
attorney . 
President Truman has indicated he may ask an extension of the 
truce to give the steel companies and the union time for bargaining 
on the board's recommendations. The new strike deadline is set for 
just after midnight Tuesday .

WASHINGTON. Sept. IO— UP)— 
The government 
today estimated 
this y ear's corn crop at 3.**25,741,-

A crop of this size would be 
far in excess of prospective 
needs 
and would add to a big surplus of 
the livestock feed grain resulting 
from last y ear’s record 
of 3,650,- 
000,000 bushels 
While no decision is expected 
until later in the y ear, controls 
probably 
would be

to 
Acreage planting allotments a im ­ 
ed at limiting the

crop to

Today ’s corn estim ate— by the 
Agriculture Department's crop re­ 
porting board— is slightly over 12,- 
000,000 bushels less than wa* fore­ 
cast a month ago.

W ASH IN GTO N , Sept. IO— (ZP)— 
One of the things you don’t hear 
much about ie stockpiling. 
Now talk of it is cropping up in 
the 
conference 
here 
between 
American, British and Canadian 
officials about the British dollar 
crisis. 
Before explaining its connection 
with crisis, here is the background 
on stockpiling. 
We might find ourselves in bad 
shape if we went to war and then 
found 
we didn't 
have enough 
“ scare and strategic’’ materials to 
see us through. We were short on 
some of them in the last war. 
So Congress decided that, while 
we’re still at peace, we’d better 
lay in a supply of the stuff. It 
passed an act enabling the govern­ 
ment to buy them when and where 
we could. 
Since then the government has 
been building up this kind 
of 
stockpile, keeping it in warehouses 
or army and navy depots. These 
are the groups of scare and strate­ 
gic materials: 
Scarce — materials of which 
we don’t have enough in this coun­ 
try anyway. 
Strategic — those we have to 
get from other countries because 
they may be shut off from us in 
time of war, as natural rubber 
was in World War II. 
The stockpiling job was given 
to the munitions board which is 
made up of a civilian chairman, 
appointed by the president, and 
three high civilian officials of the 
army, navy and air force. 
The board derides what mater­ 
ials must be stockpiled and then 
passes the word on to the Federal 
Bureau of Supply which does the 
actual buying with money voted 
by Congress. 
The goal now is to build up a 
stockpile worth about $3,000,000,- 
000,000. H alU he goal — or $1,500,- 
000,000 worth of the materials — 
may be stockpiled by next June. 
The munitions board has put 69 
items on its list of Reeded stuff. 
Here are some of them, with some 
of the countries from which they’re 
bought: 
Manganese

steelmaking) 
from

African Gold Coast, 
Brazil, Chile, £uba, Mexico; tin, 
from the Belgian Congo, Bolivia,

But how does all this fit into 
the British crisis? This way: 
The U. S. deals in dollars. When 
it buys abroad, it pays in dollars. 
When it sells abroad, it wants to 
be paid in dollars. 
Other countries, which want to 
buy from us, need dollars. One 
way to get them is to sell us things, 
such 
as strategic materials we 
need.

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What Age Drivers Cause Most Accidents? 
Lait- 
A 
Fayette County Years Ago 


The motor car highway accidents in Fay ­ 


ette County during the past y ear or two do 


not show that y outhful driv ers are any ­ 


more, if as much, to blame than older peo­ 


ple. 
This is not said in defense of certain care­ 
less y oung driv ers who v alue 
speed 
and 
recklessness abov e human injury , but as a 
matter of fairness because y outhful driv ers 
hav e been the target of much criticism and 
the object of a widespread safety campaign 
in recent y ears. They are accused of caus­ 
ing far too many accidents, but they hav e a 
friend in the National Safety Council. That 
organization 
d oes not minimize the prob­ 
lem of the 
y ou n g 
driv er, 
but 
insists 
that there is an equally 
serious situation 
created by the elderly driv er, and that this 
is receiv ing far from enough attention. In 
between these two groups there are many 
other people who deserv e as much criti­ 
cism as any of the others. 
Representativ es of the National 
Safety 
Council say that for the y oung driv er there 
is more hope. W hile they inv ite accidents 
often by the brash gnd ignorant manner of 
their driv ing, most of them show the right 
attitude toward try in g to do better. M an y 
driv ers in their eld er y ears, howev er, get 
into accidents because they seem un able to 
av oid them. This is often d ue to the fact 
that in many cases the driv ers’ v ision is 
less sharp, their reflexes are slower an d 


their timing faulty . 
National safety authorities are suggest­ 
ing that state traffic codes should prov ide 
annual fitness tests for all driv ers ov er the 
age of 6 5, to cov er 
phy sical 
and 
mental 
condition and actual driv ing ability as dem ­ 
onstrated in road tests. Most elderly per­ 
sons would v oluntarily giv e up driv ing if 
aware of inability to 
driv e 
safely . 
That 
would be only common sense. But the in­ 


ability usually comes quietly a n d unno­ 


ticed. 
The y ounger driv ers, too, m ostly would 


driv e more safely if they were aware of the 


dangers in their habits. This is a matter of 


training. A lot of parents can help in this 


by more attention to the y oungsters in their 


families. 


Free Prizes For All 
There is disillusionm ent for those who 


may hav e hoped that either the radio in­ 
dustry or 
the 
Federal 
Communications 
Commission would end the rash of giv e­ 
away programs. The commission has indeed 
concluded that the radio giv eaway is illegi­ 
timate, an d its forthright ruling takes ef­ 
fect just as soon 
as 
19 52 
rolls 
around. 
Spokesmen 
for the industry hav e giv en 
notice that they w ill fight to the end, and 
ex pect to be able to delay any real action 


for y ears. 
The position of the radio industry is not 
quite sound. It is that as long as people lis­ 
ten to the giv eaway programs the industry 
w ill continue to produce them. This posi­ 
tion has the same unsoundness as that sup­ 
porting gambling splurges for the benefit 
of worthy causes, theater bank nights, and 
the toleration of commercialized gambling. 
The radio giv eaway is an ex ploitation of 
the “ something for nothing” 
urge 
which 
underlies all gambling. In its subtle as well 
as its more obv ious forms, 
gambling 
de­ 
stroy s some of the fibers of public 
morals 
wherev er it flourishes, and radio is ev ery - 


W FUdio is not helping its fight for greater 
freedom from gov ernment 
restraint. 
The 
industry has here a chance to demonstrate 
responsibility , but it seems bent on going in
